the West Fork Riv er crested at 
22.03 feet and then began reced­ 
ing. 
The same riv er also went ov er 
its banks at Clarksburg. W Va., 
and crested at 11.45 feet or 4Va 
feet abov e flood lev el. An estimat­ 
ed 100 Clarksburg families were 
ev acuated. 
Riv ers and streams roared out 
of their banks in Scioto County,

“ I just knew Mike was gwng to 
drown in there,” Ballard said.

Evans was quoted by police as 
first saying his brakes failed in 
an attempt to straighten out after 
a turn. At the jail, he told news­ 
men he believed the brakes held 
and blamed the accident on re­ 
fusal of the car to straighten out 
on loose gravel. 
Evans, 50-year-old Hialeah Gar­ 
dens junk dealer, and Edwin Mc- 
Donnough, 58. an acquaintance, 
were only survivors of a party 
of nine the car carried into eight 
feet of water near Evans’ home. 
The two men struggled through 
an open window on the driver s 
.side and tried in vain to extricate 
Mrs. Teresa Evaas, 22, and the 
six children trapped in the over­ 
turned car.

The Wa shing to n Merry-Go -Ro und 
SEC Slip s On Alertness... 


By DREW PEARSON 
WASHINGTON — With 10,000,000 Americans 
operating in the stock market, and with the stock 
market in prolonged doldmms, a lot of people 
are taking a look at the securities and exchange 
commission set iq> to protect the pub lic from 
stock-market manipulation. It seems that the 
SEC, howev er, is looking the other way. Here it 
an interesting unpub licized illustration: 
Jim Sib b ison, alert reporter for the Associated 
Press, was thumb ing through the customers’ 
cards of Elliott and Co., the Wall Street firm 
which “priv ately” handled a $4,000,000 b ond 
issue for the Crowell-Collier Pub lishing Company. 
Suddenly he came across the names of Thomas 
E. Dewey and AdUd Stev enson. Immediately he 
asked the SEC ab out these two inv estors. 
SEC officials had known ^ u t them all along. 
But, put on the spot b y Sib b ison, they b rought 
the matter out in pub lic hearing. They rev ealed 
that Stev enson had purchased 500 shares of Col­ 
lier’s stock on the open market just like any 
other inv estor. He got no priv ileged, inside posi­ 
tion. His purchase was in Nov emb er 1954 b efore 
the deb entures now under inv estigation were 
sold. 
But Dewey, the SEC b elatedly rev ealed, had 
inv ested priv ately in the new deb entures in July 
1955, through an inside adv antage giv en him b y 
his neighb or, Rob ert Ducas of Pawling, N. Y. 
Dewey’s name did not ev en appear on the Ust 
of participants of the so-called “priv ate” issue 
of Collier’s stock. His nei^ib or had a chance 
to b uy $60,000 of these priv ate deb entures, let 
Dewey in on the deal, and the Ex-Gov emor of 
New York later sold on the stock market, making 
$3,850. 
Once the SEC attorneys were put on the spot 
they did a good job of cross-^amining Broker 
Edward L. Elliott. But they hav e not summon­ 
ed Dewey to testify. His friends hav e b een pull­ 
ing wires with the SEC to prev ent his appear­ 
ance, and 8 0 far they hav e b een successful. 
Here is the cross-examination of Broker Elliott

You hav e 
b een fully informed, and I think that it would 
b e a grav e injustice to that other person (Dewey) 
if it were spread on the record. You hav e b een 
completely informed as to his identity and the 
circumstances.” 
Worthy, howev er, later returned to the sub ject 
of the mysterious purchaser. At this point El­ 
liott’s lawyer, F. Van S. Parr, Jr., raised stren­ 
uous ob jections. 
“I don’t think there should b e any equiv ocal 
testimony, Mr. Parr,” insisted Daniel J. McCau­ 
ley, Jr., SEC presiding officer, “and I think we 
should hav e on the record whether or not on 
July 7, 1955, Mr. Elliott knew that there was 
someone other than Mr. Ducas inv olv ed in the 
purchase b y Mr. Ducas. Can you say whether or 
not on that day you did know?” 
“On July 7 I had reason to b eliev e that there 
would b e another person in addition to Mr. Du­ 
cas,” said Elliott. 
“And who was that person?” asked McCauley. 
“I thought we had an understanding that that 
name would not b e put on the record b y Mr. 
Elliott,” interrupted the disgruntled Parr. SEC’s 
McCauley, howev er, was determined. 
“Well, why was this name kept off this list 
27 that is now in ev idence here, sir?” con­ 
tinued Worthy. 
“This particular indiv idual is v ery careful to 
keep his name off as many lists as possib le, so 
his name cannot b e improperly used,” Elliott 
explained weakly. 
. . This particular person 
happens to b e a friend, happens to b e a man 
that I hold in the highest esteem, and Mr. IHicas 
indicated that it was the desire of b oth Mr. Ducas 
and this unnamed person to hav e it handled in 
the way that I hav e mentioned.” 
“I shall ask you first, sir, if the name of the 
gentleman whose identity was disclosed b y Mr. 
Ducas was Mr. Thomas E. Dewey of New 
York?” asked McCauley. 
“It was,” admitted Elliott. 
Dewey’s Knowledge 
What makes Dewey’s role particularly interest­ 
ing is the fact that as a top lawyer he should 
hav e known the SEC’s requirement that an un­ 
registered “priv ate issue” b e held b y a small 
numb er of known inv estors. Yet Dewey’s identity 
was concealed. 
Dewey also knew that the deb entures were 
conv ertib le to common stock at the b argain price 
of $5 a share. Other inv estors promised Crowell- 
Collier in writing that they wouldn’t conv ert 
their deb entures to stock right away for specu­ 
lativ e sale on the market. Dewey did not. Broker 
Elliott, under cross-examination, claimed Dewey 
made such a promise to Ducas. But this was 
not prov ed, and if so, a promise to Ducas was 
meaningly. 
At any rate, Dewey sold in 1956. That’s how 
he made his profit. Yet he has not b een called 
to Washington to testify. 
What the SEC is now doing, b elatedly, is fixing 
the b lame for what appears to hav e b een an 
illegal issue of deb entures. Under the SEC law, 
all pub lic sale of stocks and b onds ov er $300,000 
must b e registered with the SEC. Not to do so 
is a criminal offense. A priv ate sale is permis­ 
sib le, and the Collier’s sale was supposed to b e 
priv ate. Howev er, the Collier’s deb entures in 
many cases were « Miv erted into common stock 
and sold on the stock market for speculativ e 
purposes. 
Tliis inside manipulation is what the SEC was 
set up to prev ent. It will b e interoiting to see 
whether the present SEC Commissioners enforce 
the law they hav e sworn to protect.

Israel has refused to ob ey the 
U.N. call to quit Egyptian terri­ 
tory until it is guaranteed: (1) 
against raids b y Egyptians and

the United States’ hopes for deal­ 
ing with the Arab s. 
There’s more than that. The 
United States wants Israel to 
pull b ack 50 Egyptian President 
Nasser will hav e one less excuse 
for refusing to negotiate some 
agrcOTnent to keep the Suez Ca­ 
nal open to Western shipping.

By Jo seph A. Dea r 
Of Oa r Wa shing to n Bnrea a 
WASHINGTON — The Nov emb er 
election is almost ancient history, 
b ut the experts at the Democratic 
National Committee are just now 
completing studies which uncter- 
■core the ma^itude of the disaster. 
The analysis is b ased in part on 
questionnaires sent to 3,000 county 
lev el Democratic chairmen across 
the nation, and in part on the v oting 
trend in the most populous coun­ 
ties in 20 “swing states.” 
There are b right spots here and 
there, of course, b ut in general the 
picture is so b leak the really im­ 
portant political question is not the 
future of the Repub lican party b ut 
whether the Democratic party has 
a future. 
The stark figures rev eal that 
there has b een a steady decline of 
Democratic strength in urb an cen­ 
ters ov er a period of 12 years. One 
of the most dramatic declines oc­ 
curred in Hudson County, New 
Jersey. The cla.ssification of Jersey 
as a "swing state” is dub ious, b ut 
there is no doub t whatev er that 
Hudson was the Democratic strong­ 
hold. It isn’t anymore, at lea.st not 
in Presidential elections. Last fall 
the Democratic candidate got less 
than 37 per cent of the Hudson v ote. 
Four years ago he pulled 51.3 per 
cent of the v ote. In 194«, though, 
Mr. Truman pulled more than 62 
per cent of the v ote, as did FDR 
in 1944. 
It’s the .same story in almost 
ev ery populous county in the coun­ 
try. Westchester (b ounty, a sub urb 
of New York, gav e the late Roose­ 
v elt more than 52 per cent of the 
v ote. Adlai Stev enson got 28.8 per 
cent last time. The Democratic 
majority in Cook County, Illinois— 
and that’s Chicago — stood at 57.9 
per cent in 1944. It has fallen off 
ab out 4.5 per cent each presidential 
election since. Adlai got 43 per cent 
of the v ote last fail. The highly in­ 
dustrialized city of Gary is situated 
in Lake County, Indiana. FDR got 
nearly 60 per cent of the v otes in 
1944. Truman got 60 per cent. Stev ­ 
enson got 55 per cent on his first 
try, and 47.8 per cent in 1956.

I expect that a nu mb^ of folks 
have asked MHne (d the fertilizer 
companies who take cu stom sam­ 
ples to take scNiie for you . May 
I su ggest that you nc^ insist that 
they hu rry. 1 have tried taking 
samples with a soil tu be when 
the grou nd was wet and soft as 
now. The top sdl frequ ently plu g­ 
ged the tu be and then it ju st pu sh­ 
ed down throu gh the soil like a 
stake. When it came to the su b­ 
soil it wou ld fill bu t we want a 
sample of the topsoil rather than 
the su bsoil. 
If you mu st take the samples 
now. dry them at home. Spread 
them ou t on a paper in Uie su n. 
Don’t pu t them on a stove or in 
the oven as you will bu m ou t all 
the organic matter. Check them 
several times a day and keep them 
stirred and pu lverized. That way 
you won’t corhe u p with some hard 
chu nks that you have to ru n 
throu gh the food chopper to cru sh. 
Help Us te Help Yon 
We are getting desperate in 
knowing what to recommend on 
you r sheets to go to the ACP of­ 
fice. For scmne time we got along 
qu ite well asking folks to leave 
their sheets at the office when we 
were n<A in. As soon as we came 
in, we filled them ou t and mailed 
them to the ASC office or held 
them u ntil they came back. 
Some folks have su ggested that 
one agent stay in the office all the 
time in case some one might come 
in. Of cou rse with Mr. Lewellen 
having 50 farmers to help and Mr. 
Fox having 29 4-H clu bs to check 
I wou ld have to spend most of my 
time in the office. 
Finally we started making lime 
and rock phosphate reco mmenda­ 
tio ns o n ail samples C(» ning in. 
Of cou rse, that dou bles ou r work 
becau se normally only abou t half 
the samples are brou ght in for 
ACP recommendations. 
Then I heard of one case where 
we had made the lime and fer­ 
tilizer recommendations and the 
fanner had gone ahead and seeded 
his grass withou t the commercial 
fertilizer needed. After he had col­ 
lected his seed receipts the ACP 
clerks were forced to tell him he 
cou ld not be paid becau se he had 
not u sed the niUogen, phosphate 
and potash needed. 
A man was at the office Friday 
who wanted lime and rock phos­ 
phate and was going to sow some 
lespedeza as on ACP practice. We 
finally ended u p asking him to call 
the ACP office to see for what he 
had actu ally applied. We fou nd it 
was for the practice “8B” which 
is grass and lespedeza. It calls 
for abou t 120 pou nds of actu al 
plant food plu s lime when needed 
bu t payment for rock phosphate is 
not allowed on the practice. 
There are two more AC^ seed­ 
ing practices. One is ‘8A” which 
calls f(x rock phosphate and c<» n- 
plete soil treatments as indicated 
by soil tests. The other is "aC” 
which is similar to “8B” except 
it goes <mly on grou nd wh« re there 
is at least a fair stand of grass 
and where lespedeza and fertilizer 
is being added. 
On the soil bank conservation 
reserve the fertilizer recommen­ 
dation is similar to “8A” except 
that the nitrogen ii limited be­ 
cau se no crop can be harv^ted. 
Then of cou rse there are the 
ACP practices of spreading lime 
or rock phosphate or both. The 
“64 dollar” qu estion is what kind 
of recommendations shall we pu t 
on the sheet. 
i t wou ldn't be so bad tf the 
farmers brou ght their own sam­ 
ples bu t at least a third of the 
time they ask the fertilizer com­ 
pany to take the sample. General­ 
ly too, they forget to tell him what 
they want to do with the test when 
they get it 
I realize somehing hinges on 
how the field tests. On the other 
hand folks shou ld know by now 
the practices for which they have 
applied. It will help u s very mu ch 
if they make those plans known 
when they bring in a soil sample. 
Of cou rse if they don’t plan to u se 


It for SoU Bank or ACP w wou ld 
lika to know that too. 
Kaow Yoor Calciu m Coateat 
For years we have assu med that 
m agi^iu m limestone (limestone 
that also contains magnesiu m) was 
as good <M* better than limestone 
that contained only calciu m. Sev­ 
eral Pettis Cou nty qu arries have 
shown magnesiu m contents as high 
3a 35 per cent. 
What was not so well recognized 
u ntil recently was that as the mag­ 
nesiu m content went u p, the cal­ 
ciu m content mu st come down. In 
Pettis Cou nty, very few fields need 
magnesiu m so straight calciu m 
limestone wou ld be considered the 
best bu y, generally. 
Last fall the University agreed to 
give free tests inclu ding the mag-| 
nesiu m test for all qu arries in a 
limited nu mber of cou nties inclu d­ 
ing Pettis. We received those re­ 
ports recently and they are “eye 
openers.” 
Or rcommendations wi lime­ 
stone amou nts per acre are on 
the basis of 95 per cent calciu m 
carbmate. 
No qu arry in the cou nty comes 
u p to that figu re. The Menefee 
qu arry had 93.07 per cent calciu m 
and ,34 per cent magnesiu m. At 
the Georgetown qu arry the cal­ 
ciu m was 89.53 per cent and the 
magnesiu m 6.39 per cent. The How­ 
ard qu arry ran TO per cent cal­ 
ciu m and 17 per cent magnesiu m. 
The Sou th qu arry of T&O showed 
only 45.83 calciu m and 37.35 per 
cent magnesiu m. 
Actu ally that means to get two 
tons of calciu m from the sou th 
qu arry, more than fou r tons wou ld 
be needed. At Howards the addi­ 
tion of 850 extra pou nds wou ld be

needed to bring iqi to % p« r cent 
calciu m. 
Of cou rse, there are some fields 
that need more magnesiu m 
the material from these two qu ar­ 
ries will be u sed there. Also some 
fields are adequ ate in calciu m bu t 
are h i^ in acidity as expressed 
by a low pH. The magnesiu m will 
redu ce acidity ju st like the cal­ 
ciu m 80 cou ld be u sed there. 


Let u s say again that in the 
fu tu re you will need to consider 
the needs of you r fields as shown 
by soil test and bu y you r lime 
like you r fertilizer (» the basil 
of what it contains.
